Sparks Occasionally Reach Flag,

Floating Over Ruins. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Lashed to & 
pole, surmounting the flames that raged 
below and apparently immune from dan- 
ger as would seem fitting on a national 
holiday, the Stars and Stripes waved 
proudly today over the worst fire on the 
Brooklyn waterfront in months. For 4 
time it seemed a wide swath would be 
cut through the warehouse and factory 
district. But while the flames raged 
the flag. which had been raised last 
night in honer of the holiday, flapped 
gaily in the breeze.

RUSSIA OFFICIALLY REPORTS 
PLOT TO KILL NOBILITY 


Social Revolutionary Party Charged 
With Planning to Assassinate 


Grand Duke Nicholaivitch. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 22.—An of- 
ficial announcement was made today 
concerning the plot frustrated by the 
police to assassinate Grand Duke Nich- 
Olas Nicholaivitch, second cousin of 
Emperor Nicholas, and commander of 
the Imperia! Guard, and M. Chtcheglo- 
vitoff, the Minister of Justice. 

The official announcement ascribes 
the attempt directly to the social revo- 
lutionary party, whose terrorist asso- 
clation Was reorganized in May of last 
year, after having been allowed to lapse 
since the congress held in Finland in 
the spring of 1906. At the time of re- 
organization the sum of $40,000 monthly 
was assigned for esplonage and the 
preparation of bombs and other instru- 
errata of death.

CHICAGO, tew. 22.—Eighteen-year-oli 
Jerry M. Vrzal, whose testimony more 
than anything else convicted the Bo- 
hemian fortune teller, Herman Billik, 
ot the murder of six members of the 
Vrzal family, has recanted, and in an 
affidavit declares that his testimony was 
simple perjury. Billik is under sen- 
tence to be hanged March 20. The Su- 
preme Court Thursday affirmed the 
judgment, destroying the man’s last 
chance unless Gov. Deneen shall issue a 
pardon. 

Not long ago a priest visited Gov. 
Deneen and insisted that Billik was in 
nocent. 

Not only does the Vrzaal boy impugn 
his own evidence, but he declares that 
two of his relatives also lied. 

In the affidavit the hov states that 
cll the vital parts of the testimony he 
gave against Billik at tne tral were 
perjury, taught him by a high police 
official and an Assistant State’s At- 
torney. set

Priest Obtained Retraction, 
The confession was obtained 
through the instrumentality of the 
Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan, head of the 
Paulist Fathers in this city and past- 
or of St. Mary’s Catholic Church, 
working in Billik’s behalf for several] 
months. 
Father O’Callaghan in explaining 
his connection with the case says:

She 
said he was there on the charge of 
murder, but she knew he was an inno- 
cent man. I said I nad so many calls 
upon my time and sympathy that I did 
not feel I could do anything for the 
man. At any rate, I said, he was 4 for- 
tune-teller and charlatan. She an- 
swered, ‘But he should not hang for be- 
ing such.’ 

Nun Prayed for Him. 

“T told her I thought the Judge and 
jury would do him justice. To my as- 
tonishment he was convicted, and I felt 
that I had neglected the cause of an 
innocent man.- Behind all this case were 
the prayers of a devored nun who first 
assured me of Billik’s innocence, and 
the prayers of the sisters who ‘are 
called the Poor Clares.”’ 
Sister Rose of Columbus Hospital, an 
institution of the Italian order of the 
Missionary Sisters of the Sacred Heart, 
is the nun referred to. It was she who 
converted the car barn bandit, Gustav 
Marx, who was executed with Nieder-

HAT would George Washirgten 
W do with his hatchet if he were 
in St. Louis? 

Funny question to ax, 

Suppose, for instance, 
on a Sunday and wanted to get some- 
thing with a cherry in it. 

Would he chop away the lid, and when 
angry Mr. Mulvihill arrived a few min- 
utes later, face him with a bold “I 
cannot tell a lie?’’ 

“Not on your Colonial furniture,”’ 
says the Excise Commissioner. ‘He 
wvuld hunt up these fellows who are 
forging recipes—I should say receipts— 
for taxes, and getting ¢alcon licenses 
on the strength of them, and he’d toma- 
hawk a few of them, the way he used 
to see the Indians do along the Braruy- 
wine.”’ 

But that is only one man’s opinion. 
Other St. Louisans are just as sure 
that the historic hatchet would be used 
in some other way. Listen to President 
Devoy of the Merchants’ Exchange.

Mayer Wells, when called up by tele-

TOLEDO, O., Feb. 22.—Rescuers sent 
for the body of Lighthouse Keeper Delos 
Fiayden, who died a week ago of pneu- 
monia, have reached the isolated post 
and are now fighting their way back 
over the 10 miles of treacherous ice in 
Maumee Bay. The body 1s being car- 
riea in a rowboat on runners and slow 
progress is being made. 

Hayden's death became known here 
yesterday when his assistant staggered 
into town exhausted, after hours of ex- 
posure on the ice field and a week’s im- 
piisonment with the body of his dead 
comrade. When Hayden died weather 
conditions were such that his assist- 
ant dare not leave the lighthouse, and 
when he did finally venture out the ice 
was so treacherous as to make every 
step dangerous. 

The rescuers started Friday morning. 

In a straight line the distance from 
the outer dock to the lighthouse is 10 
miles, but undoubtedly long detours 
were made, as Maumee Bay is reported 
open in places. The party may cover 
twice that distance before it reaches 
Toledo. The best the party hoped for 
when it left was to reach the crib light, 
five miles out, by Friday night. At 
the crib it was expected that a 16-foot 
boat on runners and a sled would be 
picked up, but this plan evidently failed.

JURY SAYS ACCIDENT 





Mrs. Proudfit Burden, Mother- 
in-Law, Neglected to 
Turn Off Gas. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—It was decided 
by a Coroner’s jury that Mrs. William 
Proudfit Burden, who was found dead 
in her bed at- her Fifth avenue home 
yesterday, was accidentally killed by in- 
haling illuminating gas. 

Mrs. Burden was formerly Natica 
Rives, a daughter of O. H. P. Belmont, 
and a favorite in New York, Washing- 
ton and Newport society. She was 22 
years old and her wedding-to William 
Proudfit Burden, son of the late James 
A. Burden, on April 17, 1907, attracted 
attention in the Four Hundred. She 
and her husband lived at the Burden 
home, 908 Fifth avenue. 

Tells Husband Good Night. 

Burden learned of his -wife’s death 
from the servants. Entering the house 
at 11 o’clock Thursday night Burden 
noticed a light in his wife’s room, and, 
passing the door, called out: 

“Good night.’’ 

Mrs. Burden responded, ‘“‘Good night,”’ 
in a tone that indicated that she was in 
her usual health and spirits:, 

Mrs. Burden had been in the habit of 
reading after retiring, and had a ‘gas 
reading lamp on a stand near the head 
of the bed. 

Yesterday morning a maid detected 
the odor of gas, and entering the cham- 
ber found her mistress dead. The room 
was filled with gas, though a window 
was open several inches from the bot- 
tom. The fumes were pouring from the 
rubber tubing directly to the dead wom- 
an’s face. Mrs. Burden’s physicians, 


Dr. F. K. Kinnicutt and Dr. H. H. M. 
Lyle, were summoned and notified the 
Coroner's jury. 

The gas tube had been disconnected 
from the lamp. 


Dog’s Narrow Escape. 

Near the open window, to which he 
had crawled, and almost dead from gas, 
was found Mrs. Burden’s Pomeranian 
terrier, which slept in the room. 

Mrs. Burden was the daughter of the 
first Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, who 


‘was Miss Sally Whiting, and who se- 


qured a divorce after her daughtér was 
Worn. She retained custody of the child 
and afterwards married George L. Rives, 
at one time Corporation Counsel for 
New York. 

Following the divorce of her mother 
and the adoption by Rives, the daughter 
took the name of her mother’s second 
husband, and has always been known 
as Natica Rives.

MISSING MEN’S DESCRIPTIONS 


George Hemus—40 years old, 5 
feet 5 inches tall, weighs 135 
pounds. Very bald, with narrow 
fringe of dark hair, florid complex- 
ion, sandy mustache. 

Thomas Coleman—26 years old, 6 
feet tall, weighs 1380 pounds, smooth 
faced and round shoulders.

Burns Papers Before Leaving. 

Mrs.. Thomas O’Brien, at whose house 
Hemus had: boarded for three years, 
says that he left there at 8 p. m. last 
Saturday .in company with Coleman, 
whom she had never seen before... The 
men, she said, spent nearly’ an hour in 
Hemus’ room and Hemus burned a lot 
of papers in the kitchen stove. These 
had writing on them and apparently 


‘were pages out of an. account book. 


In Hemus’ room after his departure 
an account book with the first nine 
pages torn out was found. The room 
was in disorder. A picture of Hemus 
had been taken from its frame and the 
frame was hidden behind a trunk. 

A year ago Hemus’ wife and small 
daughter left the O’Brien house and re- 
turned to Manchester, England. Hemus 
frequently weceived letters from his 
family. When he and Coleman de- 
parted Saturday night they said they 
were going to East St. Louis.

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QUININITIS IS THE PLEA 
THAT WINS FOR POLICEMAN 
ACCUSED OF BEING DRUNK 


Patrolman Felix ~ Murphy, Assisted 
by Experts, Convinces Board 
He Was Not Intoxicated. 


It has remained for a St. Louis police- 
man to go Harry Kendal Thaw one bet- 
ter in the line of discovering men- 
tal disorders. Patrolman FTelix Mur- 
phy, Beau Brummel of the Un- 
ion Station squad, charged with 
intoxication, made exaggerated ego, 
dementia Americana and stuporous mel- 
ancholia look like a splinter in a wooden 
leg when he described through experts 
the effects of quininitus. 

Murphy failed to appear for roll call 
at Central District Station one night a 
few weeks ago. When he finally showed 
himself about eight hours late, accord- 
ing to Lieut. Hess, his eyes were watery 
and bloodshot, his gait was unsteady 
and his tongue was slightly twisted. He 
was suspended on a charge of intoxica- 
tion. 

Murphy denied having been under the 
influence of liquor. He told the Board 
of Police Commissioners he had suffered 
from the effects of an overdose of qul- 
nine. He said he had taken 75 capsules, 
containing five grains of quinine éach, 
within the space of two days and a night 
in an effort to break up a severe cold 
and that the drug had made him irre- 
sponsible. 

To back up his assertion 
called two physicians to testify as ex- 
perts to the effects of quinine. The ex- 
perts declared that an overdose of qui- 
nine such as Murphy had taken would 
produce quininitus, or a condition such 
as ha@ led Murphy's super.or officer to 
believe the policeman was drunk. Sev- 
eral other witnesses testified that Mur- 
Phy was not @ drinking man. Union 
Station offic'als and several police cap- 
tains said Murphy's reputation for so- 
briety was beyond reproach and the 
Board dismissed the charges,

It is Mr, Bleiock’s belief, he says, 
that Mrs. Hughes opened the window to 
get fresh air and leaned out too far, 
losing her balance. The position of the 
tar roof does not make this impossible, 
he says, as Mrs. Hughes may have 
leaned far to one side, over the edge 
of it. Mr. Blelock says he is confident 
her death was accidental.

a tg, Se his servants as to whether 
Mrs. ughes fejl dr leaped from the 
second story of his home. He said 
that Mrs. Hughes was so badly crip- 
pled by rheumati#ni that she had to 
be trundled about the house in a 
chair. 

Woman Melancholy. 

He thought,, however, that she might 

have been ‘able [to, walk from her 
room in front of the house to the 
rear window underneath which she 
was found. The window sill is only 30 
inches above the floor, Blelock said. 
According to Mr. Blelock’s statement 
his sister had been separated from her 
husband 15 years. For the last three or 
four years, he said, she had been very 
nervous and melancholy because of her 
illness. She had never threatened her 
life, he said. 
Blelock asked permission to set Mrs. 
Hughes’ funeral for Sunday. Dr. Lloyd 
said that he could not authorize burial! 
until he had conducted a further in- 
quiry.

This 
did not relieve the child, who rapidly 
became worse. Friday noon she coyld 
not eat. and Mrs. Steinkoetter sent for 
Dr. Louis W. Ehrlich of 100 Emmett 
street. who administered an antitoxin. . 

Amelia breathed only with great dif- 
ficulty Friday evening, and her father 
ran to Dr. Ehrlich’'s home. When the 
physician was told that the little girl 
was becoming blue in the face he ad- 
vised her father to get her to the hos- 
pital as quickly as possible. 

Father Carries Girl. 

The doctor ran to the hospital while 
Steinkoetter, still hatless and coatless, 
as he was when he went to summon the 
physician, ran home, seized his little 
girl, and set out for the hospital, run- 
ning at the top of his speed. 

At Dr. Ehriich’s breathless request, 
the operating room had been mad? 
ready. Amelia was unconscious when 
she was placed on the table. A leath- 
ery partition, called a diphtheratic 
membrane, had formed in her windpipe, 
and she was apparently dying.

Within three minutes the silver tube 
was in place and pure air rushed to 
the child's lungs.

Rail Removed With Intention 
xg Ditching Fast Express 
in Deep Cut. 


MANY ROBBERIES THERE 








Jesse James Operated for 
Years Near Otterville— 
Three Injured.

Post-Dispatch. 
OTTERVILLE, Mo., Feb. 22.—Offi- 
cials and detectives of the Missouri! Pa- 
cific Railroad, after visiting the wreck, 
two miles east of this place, early 
this morning, are convinced that the un- 
expected passing of the freight is all 
that saved No. 8 passenger train from 
being wrecked and robbed. ‘The freight 
wes ditched tn the Lamine River bluffs, 
the scene of the James-Younger rob- 

bery of July 9, 1876. 

Investigation showed that a rail had 
been tern from the track in a deep cui. 
The spikes had been drawn and the fisn- 
plates removed. 

Robbery, Was Planned. 

The express train from Kansas City 
for St Louis, due here at 12:44 a. m., 
would have hit this broken track while 
running down grade at high speed. It 
is probable that there would have been 
great damage and loss of life. 

Ordinarily there are no trains through 
this town frotn early in the evening 
until after the express passes about mid- 
night. It is presumed that the robbers 
counted on th's and removed the rail 
with the expectation of looting the 
paprese car of the passenger train. 

he express is also known as 
‘“‘bankers’ train.’’ It is said to have 
carried considerable monev. 

The freight was an extra from St. 
Louis. It was under orders to pass the 
passenger train here and struck the 
broken rail while going in a direction 
opposite to that in which the passenger 
train was going. 

Three Men Injured. 

The engine and seven boxcars were 
wrecked. Three of the train crew were 
injured, one probably fatally. Engineer 
Robert Johnson's left ieg was broken, 
Fireman John Duncan’s back was ser- 
iously injured and his face was cut, and 
Hugh Harvey, head brakeman, was cut 
and bruised. 

The injured were wprought here and 
then taken to Sedalia, 13 miles west, on 
the passenger train. Notification sent to 
that city brought a tra‘nioad of officials 
and detectives here before 7 a. m. 

Engineer Johnson told one of the sur- 
geons who attended him that when he 
neared the scene of the wreck he saw 
a mean holding a lantern, but after the 
‘wreck the stranger disappeared. Secret 
service men on the scene think the man 
with the lantern is buried under the 


debris.

Makes na Full Confession. 

When taken to Police Headquarters 
Wilson refused cat first to make a 
statement, but when told that an- 
other man was to be arrested shortly 
he made a full confession. 

‘“] worked for one leather concern 
in Boston for 16 years,” said Wilson. 
“IT was a driver, shipping clerk and 
outside man. I learned the trade from 
A to Z but never’ entertained a 
thought of stealing until I began 
drinking, a few months ago. When I 
made up my mind to Steal I figured 
that one big job would be better than 
a lot of small ones and so I decided 
to take a whole carload of leather at 


one time. 

“I learned that a:consignment of 
finished ieather was enroute to the 
factory of Brown & Fiske, leather 
dealers in Boston, and laid for it. I 
purchased eleven boxes and had them 
markea ‘W. E. Johnson & Co... St. 
Louis. Then I hired a stake wagon, 
drove down to the railroad yards, 
found the carload of leather side- 
tracked on track 13, and deliberately 
loaded the leather from the car to the

COLD SHOPS 
IN SEDALIA AND 
ARKANSAS CLOSE

Two Thousand Railway Work- 
ers Temporarily Deprived 
of Employment. 








The Missouri Pacific Railway shops at 
Sedalia, employing 800 men, and the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
way shops at Little Rock, with a force 
of 1200 men, have been closed, with the 
announcement that they will not reopen 
until March 6. 

The two thousand employes who were 
dismissed have not yet received their 
wages for January, the paycar having 
been delayed, acording to officials of 
the company, because of a reduction in 
force of the auditing department. 

Pay Is Due to 25,000 Men. 

About 35,000 employes of the Missouri 
Pacific-Iron Mountain system, 8000 of 
whom are identified with the Missouri 
lines, are waiting for the January pay 
checks, now several days overdue. 

At the general manager's office in St. 
Louis the following statement was made 
n regard to the temporary closing of 
the shops: 

“The general falling off in the volume 
of business leaves less work necessary 
on equipment than during normal con- 
ditions when locomotives and cars are 
more actively in use, in consequence of 
which the company has closed its prin- 
cipal shops during the last week of the 
month of February rather than dismiss 
the equivalent number of men from the 
service.”’ 

Payroll Is $620,000. 

Telegrams to the Post-Dispatch from 
Sedalia, Jefferson City and other points 
along the Missouri Pacific system in 
Missouri Saturday said that the em- 
ployes had received no _ information 
whatever as to when their January sal- 
aries would be paid. 

The total payroll of the Missour! lines 
of the Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain 
system amounts to $620,000 a month.

"PRISON MORE 


ECTIVE THAN 
FINES + HUGHES 


Says Jails Are Proper Places 
for Men Who Abuse 
Trade Rights. 








CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Gov. Hughes of 
New York, addressing the Union League 
Club’s meeting to commemorate Wash- 
ington’s birthday, declared himself in 
fevor of a governmental policy that 
would prevent discriminating rates or 
allowances which preclude equal access 
to markets for all members of industry 
end against the crushing of the small 
irdustry by the misuse of large aggre- 
getions of capital in unfair competi- 
tion. 

“But,” he added, “to meet these ob- 
jections and prevent extortion and op- 
pression, it is not necessary that busi- 
ness should be involved in uncertainly 
or that legitimate effort should be han- 
dicapped.”’ 

He declared fines upon corporations, 
particularly upon large corporations 
with monopolistic powers, to be unjust 
because they are easily transferred upon 
the public or upon the ‘stockholders, 

‘who in large numbers are without 
knowledge of the wrong or power to 
prevent its commission.”’ 

“The punishment is most salutary,” 
said Gov. Hughes, “when it is visited 
upon the guilty individuals. Few men 
can be hired to go to jails and if 
offenses which public sentiment recog- 
nizes to be of a grave character are 
punished by imprisonment, the law is 
more likely to be obeyed and the pun- 
ishment to have its desired effect.” 

Two statements in the speech were 
taken by his listeners to indicate the 
principal point wherein Gov. Hughes 
thinks the policy he advocates differs 
from what he conceives to be the pol- 
icy of President Roosevelt. 

His reference to the fines for monopo- 
listic corporations was accepted ag 
meaning the $29,000,000 fine against the 
Standard Oil. 

But Gov. Hughes did not mentior 
President Roosevelt or the present ad 
ministration at any point in his address. 
Ile was greeted with much applause.

Having long accustomed itself to speaking in 
general terms of the bridge arbitrary as ‘‘abol- 
ished,” St. Louis is awake to the fact once more 
that that grievous toll is still most offensively in 
evidence.

Intelligent discussion of this matter such as 
that which is now in progress will prove highly 
beneficial, but the best and the quickest results 
will be reached by pushing the free bridge enter- 
prise. That was the lever which weakened the grip 
of the Bridge Trust and induced it to hold out the 
hope of emancipation to the city’s commerce. It 
may be depended upon, if energetically forwarded, 
to complete the work. 

The free bridge ought to have been under way 
long ago. So long as it remains only a project 
on paper there need be no expectation of com- 
plete deliverante from the exactions of the Trust. 
Many influences have contributed to delay in this

Every meeting and every banquet held to dis-

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MEN WHO LOOK OUT FOR THEMSELVES. 

No more cheering news appears at this time 
than that which chronicles the opening of works 
long closed or the ) Fe-eeaployment of men long 
idle. 

These announcements are made daily and they 
affect thousands of men in hundreds of places in 
every part of the country. Occasionally the mat- 
ter of wages is mentioned, but as a rule nothing 
is said about it. Wherever work has been re- 
sumed the probability is that the queston of pay 
has been adjusted to the satisfaction of those 
directly interested. 


It is a fortunate thing for this country and 
even more fortunate for the wage-earners therein 
that compensation for labor does not and cannot 
depend upon any politician or office holder. 


By unwise words and deeds politicians, 
in true, may unsettle business conditions or by 
farsighted measures they may strengthen them, 
and so indirectly may influence for ill or for 
gcod all industry and business, but it is not in 
their power to say that wages shall rise or fall 


it 


or remain stationary. 

A political campaign being at hand, in which 
he hopes to name his successor, the President has 
appeared in the role of a magistrate who by force 
of assertion aims to dissipate business depression 


and by threats intimates that he can prevent 
wage reductions, and yet there are few Americans 


who will lean with much confidence upon these 
extraordinary claims. 


The President is clothed with great power, but 
there is not a lIabor union in the country that 
does not exert greater direct authority over wake* 
and hours and conditions of employment than he. 
White he talks they act and they act usually for 
their own best interests and in accordance with 


their lights. 

In thousands of industrial centers stretching 
from sea to sea problems of work and wages are 
at all times under consideration and they are as 
likely to become acute in periods of prosperity 
as in those of adversity. Existing conditions are 
certain to bring about controversies which it is to 
be hoped will be settled in good temper and with 
justice to all. 

To this end workingmen as well as employers 
will strive in good conscience unaffected by futile 
presidential threats or mischievous presidential 
insinuations or blustering presidential self-lauda- 
tion. The man with a grievance is always a 
bore. When he happens to occupy the White 
House he may easily be something worse than a 
bore. 


American industry has neither ‘time nor dis- 
position to discuss the responsibility for the pres- 
ent troubles. If Mr. Roosevelt wishes to write 
a book thereon let him do so. He expresses him- 
self with force if not with elegance. What the 
people want is an opportunity to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions and to get to work.

The appearance of the .book is timely 
and should strengthen appeals rest- 
ing before every Legislature for the 
passage of laws that will prevent burial 
while there is life, even if all the means 
to this end which it suggests are not

Wentworth, who is described by Effie as “the wisest, the cleverest, the 

noblest, the bravest and the best of all the colonels in the world.’’ They learn 

to appreciate zweibak and cabbage ealad and all Germany cookery.

They mingled with 

Counts and Countesses and Barons, and were presented at court. Myra almost 

married a Baron, but Jack heard of her danger, dropped his political ambitions 

and arrived in time to save her. The story ripples with conversation and 
sparkles with incident indicative of the clashing German and American view- 
points. Frau Wentworth is a fine creation, a dominating lady wedded to the 

Consul but happily imbued with the German gospel of wifely submission.

Wherefore, let us be thankful, for the un- 
conventionality he revel in brings genuine joy to the jaded readers of the ‘‘most 
recent” fiction. ‘“‘The Morals of Marcus Ordeyne”’ has already been made into a 
play, which will come to St. Louis in a few weeks and “The Beloved Vaga- 
bond’ is soon to meet the same test. Marcus Ordeyne’s peculiar morals en- 
tangle him with socilety,. the cause being a Turkish girl he found deserted on 
the streets of London. Though family, friends and society turn against him, he 
feels he owes a duty to the little barbarian and he instructs her till she con- 
forms to his environment and becomes Mrs. Ordeyne. He is an engaging cynic 
and she a charming chi'd of the desert. 

Parogot, the ‘‘beloved vagabond,” is a fascinating character, whose wit, hu- 
manity and unfailing good nature quickly make him beloved of the reader. 

Perhaps you never thought of it, but stained glass windows can tell won- 
derful stories, particularly if they happen to be in the ancient churches of 
I’rance. There are men who can look at one of these precious panes and tel! 
when, where and by whom it was niade. There fs as much art in their compo- 
sition and design as in a.picture. “Stained Glass Tours in France” isn’t a 
thrilling title for a book, but Charles Hitchcock Shernile has made it well worth 
even the layman’s study. You will not read far before you discover you are in 
fascinating, if new, fields of literature. An auto trip through France becomes 


doubly inviting. (John Lane Co.) 
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A vusy nobleman is the Baron Palle Rosencrantz, who, instead of woo- 
ing American gold through an heiress, is seeking it through his literary 
creations, The Baron not only can write novels, but he can also find plenty 
of publishers. for two of his stories are introduced simultaneously to the 
American public by different publishing houses. “The Magistrate’s Own 
Case” is published by McClure’s, while the Empire Book Co. prints “The 
Man in the Basement.” Both are fascinating crime stories with the detect- 
ive element cleverly presented. Simiiar in theme, they are the sort of 
yarns one insists on finishing, once they are begun. The Baron is a wel- 
come invader in Bookland. He Knows how to write stories that are full of 
thrills. They are clean and wholesome, too. 


Another attempt to popularize the economic theories of Karl Marx comes 
now from the pen of Ernest Untermann. He calls his book ‘‘Marxian Econom- 
ics,’’ Of course, this is one of many books trying to make Marx easy enough 
te be understood by the workingmen and by persons who have not studied 
enough economics to be able to understand what has been called “The Bible 
of Socialism’ (‘Das Kapital’). Prof. Untermann, who fs one of the intellec- 
tual leaders of the Socialist movement of America, seems to be the fit person 
for his task. He understands economics well, and Marxian economics particu- 
larly well, As he says in his forword, Prof. Utermann does not try to epitomize, 
but only to present the results of Marxian analysis. 

“The Republic,” by N. P. Anderson, 1s a book in which Socialism and eco- 
nomics are discussed in & novel way. It is an attempt to get to understand 
the individual by first understanding society and this is done by aid of dis- 
cussions between imaginary persons—a retired banker, a wealthy money own- 
er anda professor of social and politica: economy. The author succeeds in 
kcoping the interest of the reader to the end, where he comes to the conclu- 
sien that the problems of labor can be so.ve«l only by adopting the co-operative 
commonwealth, in other words, by nations 7'ng the instruments of produc- 
tion as well as the agents of transportat! » exchange. (Kerr & Co.)
